Strawberries, 
raspberries, 
blackberries, 
currants, peaches, and, in fact, any fruit 
may lie preserved iii air-tight bottle», *o as 
to retain its natural flavour, with but little 
labor or expense. 
'I lie following is an ex­ 
cellent mode : Fill the bottles quite full 
»vith fruit nut quite ripe ; place them, with 
the corks put lightly into them, iii a copper 
boiler with cold water up lo the necks, aud 
gradually raise tile temperature of the wa­ 
ter lo 160“ , and not exceeding 170°, Fahr. 
Keep them at ibis temperature half an 
hour ; then take each out separately.

Feed your plants with lime, piaster, ashes, 
(-alt, super phosphate of lime, guano, or 
even soapsuds, aud they will be better able 
to support the worms and flies. 
Plants love 
such food but insects do not. 
But the 
right time to apply most o f these fertilizers, 
is before you plant your seed. 
Plow your 
land deep— don’t talk about three or four 
inches being deep, but pat iii the turning 
plow fourteen inches, and the subsoil plow- 
ten more. 
Then your land is fit to plant, 
and not without. 
Cabbages «iii give you 
more food, if w ell planted aud well tended, 
than any other farm crop, fur man 
or 
beast. 
Cabbages pay for the labor of fre­ 
quent hoeing or stirring the earth, better 
than any other plant we cultivate. 
Salt is 
one of the best things in the world lo pre­ 
vent slugs aud worms injuring tins or any 
othar plant. 
It is strange that cabbages are not more 
grown to feed cow* in fall and early win­ 
ter, to keep them in milk. 
Give them salt 
aud ashes, or lime, as much as they will 
take, aud your milk will not be affected 
with cabbage taste.— Agricultor.
